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Who Is Profiteering? 


Much has been published concerning the price'of milk in 


the large cities, and the ider, has generally prevailed (hat the 


' cost to consumers was too high and that the dealers wcre'mak- 


fnjfunreasonabie profits. But this view is not sustained by a 
comparison of the prices paid in (he cities jwd in the 'country 
districts, at the very source of supply. 


One of the largest concerns doing a milk business in Boston 


has just raised the price from I(">/4 cents a quart to 17 for the 
month of July, and notice of the increase is accompanied by 
the statement that the price for August and September will 
be \7l/2 cents a quart. The explanation is that the high cosl 
of feed and the scarcity of farm labor make il necessary I'm 
the farmer to get more for his milk in order to keep his busi- 
ness going, and that (here has also been a material increase in 
the cost of handling and distributing the milk. The company 
says that if it had not consolidated its routes and increased the 
load carried on each wagon, thereby decreasing the delivery 
cost per quart, the advance to consumers would have had to 
be considerably more than it is. 


This seems like a big price for milk, but it must be remem- 


bered that it costs money to transport milk long distances and 
handle and distribute it in good order. 
Especially is this true 


in hot weather of milk that has to be carried from 150 to 200 
miles or more, as much of the milk used in Ihe large cities has 
lo be. But what must the people of the cities think when lold 
that (heir country cousins, living right at Hie door of the 
sources of supply, have lo pay nearly as much? 
In Western 


Massachusetts, many miles nearer Boston than some points in 
New York Slate from which thai city receives a part of its sup- 
ply, milk peddled direct from the farms retails at IS cents a 
quart, only two cents less than (he Boston price. The milk 
used in Boston and oilier large cities has to be carted from (lie 
farms to the railroads and shipped long distances in refrigera- 
tor cars, and cared for in such a way (hat il will be lit for use 
24 hours or more after being drawn from the cows. 


If there is any profiteering in Ihis business it is in order to 


ask who is practicing it. The Boston firm is paying the farm- 
ers 9l/2 cents a quart this month, and will pay ten cents in 
August and September. 
That gives the linn about eight ccnls 


a quart for its part of the work, but lillle more than is charged 


: by Ihe farmcrsiwho peddle (heir product among (he people of 


(he cities and villages near which they live.
